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A Guide  to  Doing  Business  With  the  Department  of  State  is  designed  to 
familiarize  small,  minority  and  female-owned  businesses  with  the 
Department's  procurement  program.  The  Guide  is  intended  to  assist  those 
small,  minority  and  female-owned  firms  seeking  to  do  business  with  the 
Department  in  identifying  procurement  opportunities  within  the 
Department. 

The  Guide  is  issued  by  the  Office  of  Small  and  Disadvantaged  Business 
Utilization  (M/SDBU),  located  in  Rosslyn,  Virginia,  in  State  Annex  6,  1701 
North  Fort  Myer  Drive,  Room  212.  The  office  is  responsible  for 
implementation  of  the  Department  of  State's  activities  on  behalf  of  small 
and  disadvantaged  businesses  and  female-owned  businesses  in  accordance 
with  Public  Law  95-507  and  Executive  Order  12138. 

The  Guide  is  divided  into  four  sections.  Section  A (1)  summarizes  the 
Department's  procurement  program,  (2)  describes  the  Department’s 
acquisition  under  the  security  supplemental,  (3)  describes  the  External 
Research  Program  managed  by  the  Office  of  Long  Range  Assessments  and 
Research,  and  (4)  lists  user-office  contacts  under  the  various  categories  of 
products  and  services  for  which  the  Department  of  State  contracts.  Section 
B contains  (1)  a briefing  memorandum  to  small,  disadvantaged  and  female 
business  owners  concerning  the  Department’s  Small,  Disadvantaged  and 
Female  Business  Program,  (2)  a Vendor  Survey  Form  which  is  used  by  the 
Department  as  a bidder's  mailing  list  application  and  (3)  a listing  of  all 
Federal  Offices  of  Small  and  Disadvantaged  Business  Utilization  (OSDBU). 
Section  C lists  subcontracting  opportunities  available  through  the 
Department’s  larger  prime  contractors.  Section  D lists  contacts  for  trade 
and  investment-related  issues.

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Procurement  Program  Profile 


The  Department  of  State  is  actively  seeking  qualified  small  businesses, 
minority-owned  businesses  and  female-owned  businesses  for  participation 
in  contract  work  generated  in  the  course  of  its  day-to-day  operations. 

The  mission  of  the  Department  of  State,  the  making  and  conduct  of 
foreign  policy,  does  not  require  a large  procurement  support  program.  This 
is  primarily  due  to  the  intangible  nature  of  the  mission,  which  does  not 
generate  the  large  support  programs  existing  in  many  Federal  agencies.  As 
a result,  the  domestic  procurement  pattern  ($270,000  million  in  FY  1985)  is 
chiefly  of  a general  housekeeping  nature  with  some  international 
orientation. 

The  contract  spectrum  of  this  procurement  pattern  breaks  down 
generally  as  follows: 

1 . Research  and  Development 

(a)  The  Department  conducts  a small  ongoing  research  program 
(approximately  $600,000  annually)  that  is  primarily  in  international 
economic  and  political  research. 

(b)  The  Department  pursues  an  intermittent  physical  security 
research  and  development  program  devoted  generally  to  improving 
resistance  to  terrorist  attacks  on  diplomatic  installations  and  personnel. 

2.  Supply  and  Equipment 

(a)  An  annual  requirement  for  a comparatively  large  (approximately 
$5  million  annually)  household  furnishings  requirement  offers  subcon- 
tracting possibilities  by  the  prime  contractor  (see  Section  C). 

(b)  Substantial  requirements  for  communications  equipment,  usually 
modified  commercially,  exist  for  the  Department’s  worldwide  communica- 
tions network.  Very  often  these  must  be  consolidated  with  maintenance 
requirements,  which  sometimes  make  them  unsuitable  for  small  business 
capabilities. 

(c)  Physical  security  equipment,  commercially  available,  in  quantities 
suitable  for  small  business  contracts,  is  required  on  a continuing  basis. 

(d)  Computer  hardware,  mainframe  and  peripheral,  and  software 
requirements,  for  usual  administrative  and  statistical  purposes,  partially 
networked  worldwide,  comprise  a relatively  large  ongoing  requirement. 
The  software  and  programing  portions  are  particularly  suitable  to  small 
business  participation. 

3.  Services 

(a)  A substantial  continuing  requirement,  which  is  suitable  for  small 
business  contract  participation,  exists  for  communication  equipment 
maintenance  services. 

(b)  Household  goods  packing  and  storage  requirements,  which  are 
multiply  awarded  in  excess  of  $2  million  annually,  provide  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  small  business  participation. 
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(c)  An  annual  requirement  of  approximately  $750,000  for  general 
labor  services  is  suitable  for  small  business  awards.  Other  service  re- 
quirements such  as  messenger  and  clerical  are  available. 

(d)  Numerous  types  of  management  requirements  generate  contracts 
in  personnel,  financial  and  other  administrative  areas.  These  are  often 
suitable  for  small  business  (inclusive  of  individuals)  participation.  A 
$500,000  annual  worldwide  local  wage  survey,  currently  multiply  awarded, 
is  an  example. 

An  exception  to  the  non-program  nature  of  the  Department’s  procure- 
ment pattern,  as  described  above,  is  that  associated  with  the  International 
Narcotics  Control  Program.  A substantial  portion  of  the  budget  for  this 
program  is  devoted  to  procurement  related  to  narcotics  detection, 
interdiction,  crop  substitution  and  demand  reduction.  The  foreign  detection 
and  interdiction  efforts  are  largely  oriented  toward  aircraft  and 
communications  maintenance  contracts  which,  because  of  their  size  and  the 
necessarily  close  relationship  with  the  foreign  government  involved,  do  not 
always  lend  themselves  to  small  business  participation. 

All  of  the  procurement  activities  described  above  are  conducted  by  the 
centralized  procurement  division  in  the  Department,  located  1701  North 
Fort  Myer  Drive,  Rosslyn,  Virginia.  Additionally,  however,  a number  of 
decentralized,  specialized  procurement  activities  exist.  These  are  described 
below: 

1.  Foreign  Buildings  Office 

(a)  Substantial  architectural  and  engineering  contract  requirements 
exist  related  to  the  construction  and  rehabilitation  of  diplomatic  buildings 
and  installations  in  foreign  countries. 

(b)  Numerous  supply  contracts,  chiefly  for  hardware  and  fixtures  to  be 
furnished  to  construction  contractors  on  foreign  sites  as  government 
furnished  equipment,  are  suitable  for  small  business  participation. 

2.  Foreign  Service  Institute 

(a)  The  major  focus  of  this  procurement  is  upon  individual  guest 
lecturers,  primarily  in  the  political,  economic  and  foreign  area  fields. 

(b)  Book  and  publication  procurement  is  primarily  directly  from 
publishers. 

3.  Office  of  Overseas  Schools 

Operates  a small  procurement  program  in  support  of  American  schools 
in  foreign  countries. 

4.  Library 

Conducts  a small  book  and  publication  procurement  program,  usually 
directly  from  publishers. 

5.  Language  Services  Division 

Contracts  with  individual  translators  and  interpreters.

6.  Office  of  Foreign  Missions 

Limited  engineering,  building  maintenance  and  renovation  business 
opportunities  exist  related  to  the  rehabilitation  of  certain  foreign  missions 
property  within  the  United  States  in  the  custody  of  the  Department  of  State.

Acquisition  Under  the  Department  of  State  Security 
Supplemental  Appropriation 

In  addition  to  the  supplies  and  services  which  are  part  of  the  recurring 
acquisition  pattern  outlined  above,  the  Department  of  State  plans  to 
purchase  a variety  of  supplies  and  services  under  the  security  supplemental 
requested  from  Congress  for  fiscal  year  1986  (the  Department  has  requested 
a security  supplemental  appropriation  of  $706.9  million  for  FY-86,  of  which 
$454.5  million  would  be  allotted  to  the  Foreign  Buildings  Office  for  embassy 
design  and  construction.  Congress  approved  a $343,363,000  security 
supplemental  for  the  Department  in  FY-85J. 

The  acquisition  pattern  under  the  security  supplemental  is 
predominantly  product  oriented.  Any  firm  which  has  a new  or  innovative 
product  (R&D)  which  could  be  used  to  enhance  security  at  a U S.  Embassy 
abroad  may  contact  Richard  Roberts  at  the  following  address:

It  should  be  noted  that  the  1984  passage  of  the  Percy  Amendment  to  the  Foreign 
Buildings  Act  provides  for  10  percent  subtraction  from  the  offering  price  of  U.S.  construction 
firms  in  order  to  permit  domestic  construction  firms  to  be  competitive  with  foreign  companies.

Questions  and  Answers 

Q.  What  is  the  name  of  the  Department  of  State’s  program  (or 
programs)  that  is  most  relevant  to  funding  research  dealing  with 
policy  problems? 

A.  The  External  Research  Program.  This  program  is  managed  by  the 
Office  of  Long  Range  Assessments  and  Research  (LAR)  located  in  the 
Bureau  of  Intelligence  and  Research  (INR)  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  State. 

Q.  What  kinds  of  policy  research  do  your  relevant  programs 
fund? 

A.  The  program  focuses  on  foreign  policy  problems  broadly  defined  to 
encompass  all  regional  and  functional  dimensions  of  foreign  policy. 

The  program  occasionally  has  supported  methodological  studies  and 
studies  on  the  policy  process  itself.  This  has  been  a minor  part  of  the 
program. 

Q.  What  are  the  names  and  titles  of  your  appropriate  people  for 
potential  policy  researchers  to  contact?

Q.  What  are  your  general  eligibility  criteria? 

A.  There  are  no  definitive  eligibility  criteria.  Specifications  for  most 
funded  projects  are  developed  in-house,  and  the  resultant  "work  statement” 
then  becomes  the  basis  for  formal  Requests  for  Proposals  (RFPs).  In  some 
cases  these  research  requirements  are  publicized  through  the  Commerce 
Business  Daily  and  all  responding  proposals  are  judged  competitively 
according  to  their  responsiveness  to  the  RFP,  the  imagination  displayed,  the 
quality  and  experience  of  the  proposers,  the  perceived  utility  to  the 
Department,  etc.  Otherwise,  contractor  selection  is  the  result  of  a careful 
screening  process  performed  by  Department  officers  and  consultants  to 
determine  which  researchers  and/or  organizations  have  the  capability  to 
perform  the  required  studies,  and  from  those  we  solicit  proposals. 

Q.  What  procedural  matters  should  applicants  be  aware  of  such 
as  deadlines,  forms,  and  lead  time  to  allow  from  the  time  one  applies 
to  the  time  one  is  notified  of  approval  or  disapproval  and  an  award  is 
made? 

A.  No  formal  application  procedure  exists.  Unsolicited  proposals  may 
be  submitted  at  any  time  in  a form  deemed  appropriate  by  the  proposer.  The 
program’s  response  time  to  unsolicited  proposals  varies  greatly  depending 
upon  program  priorities,  the  extent  to  which  annual  funds  are  already 
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committed,  etc.  Acknowledgment  of  all  unsolicited  proposals  is  made 
within  a few  weeks. 

Q.  How  large  do  your  relevant  contracts  or  grants  tend  to  be  in 
terms  of  duration  and  money,  and  approximately  how  many  are 
granted  per  year? 

A.  Research  contracts  vary  greatly  in  size  and  duration,  from  $500  to 
$100,000  and  from  1 week  to  18  months.  The  annual  program  usually 
includes  about  100  different  projects. 

Q.  What  other  general  information  relevant  to  your  agency’s 
program(s)  of  policy  research  would  be  helpful  to  private 
researchers? 

A.  The  LAR  program  is  responsive  to  the  demands  of  Department 
policy  units.  Its  content,  therefore,  changes  from  year  to  year  and  often 
during  the  year  to  reflect  the  Department’s  perception  of  those  problems, 
pressures,  and  issues  on  which  private  scholars  and  experts  can  make  an 
essential  contribution  to  the  evolution  of  policy. 

The  LAR  program  is  primarily  one  of  contracts  rather  than  grants. 
Grants  are  issued  sparingly  as  an  adjunct  to  the  contract  program  and  only 
on  occasions  when  their  use  is  more  practicable  than  the  contract  in  given 
instances — for  example,  when  an  ongoing  private  research  project  coincides 
with  a Department  office’s  established  research  objectives  and  it  is 
determined  that  its  completion  through  the  award  of  a grant  would  prove 
mutually  beneficial  to  the  Department  and  to  the  state  of  the  art. 

Private  researchers  will  want  to  be  aware  of  the  way  in  which  the 
program  distinguishes  among  three  types  of  research.  And  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  program  supports  very  few  projects  that  fall  within  the 
definition  below  of  "basic  research.” 

Applied  Research 

a.  Policy  Research — the  purpose  of  which  is  to  identify  and  weigh  policy 
options,  and  sometimes  make  policy  recommendations. 

b.  Policy -Related  Research — the  purpose  of  which  is  to  examine 
situations,  forces,  factors  and  trends  selected  because  they  bear  upon 
identifiable  instances  of  future  policy  choice. 

Basic  Research — the  purpose  of  which  is  to  advance  and  order  data, 
explanation  and  methods  in  fields  of  knowledge  (social  sciences  and 
humanities,  disciplinary  or  multi-disciplinary)  selected  because  they  are 
likely  to  illuminate  matters  that  will  figure  in  future  but  as  yet  unspecified 
policy  choices. 

Private  researchers  should  also  be  aware  that  the  program  is  of  very 
modest  proportions,  with  an  annual  budget  of  about  $600,000.  Finally,  it 
should  be  stressed  that  while  unsolicited  proposals  are  welcomed,  those 
considered  for  funding  must  meet  the  central  criterion  of  bearing  directly 
and  usefully  on  the  Department’s  discernible  and  important  policy  choices.

The  Department  of  State  is  steadily  and  substantially  increasing 
participation  by  small  and  small  disadvantaged  businesses,  female-owned 
businesses,  and  labor  surplus  area  businesses  in  a broad  spectrum  of 
acquisitions  through  the  expanded  use  of  small,  disadvantaged  and  female- 
owned  business  firms  locally,  nationally  and  internationally.  These 
acquisitions  range  from  recurring  needs  for  goods  or  services  to  one-time 
needed  procurements  or  research  projects.  Good  results  have  been  achieved 
principally  through  a daily  intensive  review  of  acquisitions  and/or  increased 
efforts  by  user  offices  to  locate  SD&F  suppliers.  Also,  we  have  kept  close 
liaison  with  local  and  regional  offices  of  the  Small  Business  Administration 
which  have  furnished  names  of  suppliers  of  goods  or  services.  In  addition, 
we  search  our  vendor  file,  using  Product  and  Service  (P&S)  codes,  to  locate 
prospective  suppliers.  Using  the  foregoing  methodology,  the  Department  is 
gradually  broadening  its  base  of  information  on  SD&F  firms.  More  and 
more  suppliers  in  the  under  $2,500  acquisition  category  will  be  awarded  to 
SD&F  firms  and,  similarly,  larger  acquisitions  should  increase 
substantially. 

For  example,  Washington,  D.C.,  a labor  surplus  set-aside  area, 
receives  many  requisitions  for  services  ranging  from  transportation  to 
software  and  maintenance  of  hardware,  communications  and  building 
maintenance. 

Beyond  the  District  of  Columbia,  SD&F  firms  in  various  cities 
throughout  the  United  States  have  participated  in  advertising, 
architectural  and  engineering  design,  computer  software  services, 
messenger  vehicle  maintenance  and  international  affairs  research. 

In  recent  months  the  Department  has  extended  SD&F  firm  partici- 
pation in  its  acquisitions  beyond  the  Continental  United  States,  primarily 
in  the  drug  abuse  and  narcotics  control  program.  Administrative  statistical 
research  type  acquisitions  to  be  performed  abroad  will  also  be  given  to 
qualified  small,  disadvantaged  and  female-owned  businesses. 

Whenever  a conference  is  held  by  the  Department  of  State  a variety  of 
local  facilities  are  utilized.  These  are:  motel/hotel  space,  vehicle  rentals, 
telephones,  clerical  help  and  advertising.
